And becauſe they are in 
great neceſſitie he is purpoſed to furniſh them with ſhips, vit ⸗ 
tels, and other things necefarie,to teſtifie thereby to the king 
of Spaine the affectionhe hath to do him moſt humble and af- 
fectionate ſeruice.And if we thinke it god, hath offered himſelf 
to go out of the countrie, and to gooffer himſelfe to your bighs 
neſſe in the low Countries, and by pour aduiſe afterward, dot 
the like to his Catholike Maieſtie in paine. But herevpon we 
will aduiſe what is molt expedient, It we may alwaies be aſ- 
ſured of him he will be as p2ofitable foz the weale of our cauſe, 
as any Lozd in Scotland, foz he hath great dependance about 
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this fowne, which is the pzincipall of @cotland , as alſo pon 
the frontiers of England. Be hath offered to maintain and de⸗ 
fend me againſt all that would attempt any thing againſt me. 
Me haue choſen fo; euery Catholike Load. a gentleman of 
wiſeſt and faithfulleſt Catholikes , and beſt beloued of their 
friends, to ſerue them in counſell , and fomeete at all occaſl- 
ous, to reſolue vpon the moſt 
concerne the weale of our cauſe , accoꝛding tothe will and in- 
tetion of their Lozds, who haus obliged themſelues to appzoue 
and execute their reſolutions,andin no wiſe fo contradict the 
ſame: and by that means we hope to pꝛoceed with greater ſe- 
curitie and effect then we haue done heretofoze, Alwaies they 
ſhall know nothing of our intelligences there, noꝛ our finall 
intentions, but accozding to the erigence of the affairs which 
ſhal be in hand, and that ſuperficially,and without diſcovering 
our ſelues oner far. Pour highneſſe ſhall vnderſtand by the 
particular letters of the Lozds that which reſteth to be ſayd to 
you by theſe pzeſents : by reaſon whercof J will make an end 
molt humbly kiſſing pour highneſſe hands, and pꝛaping God 
to giue you all the god hope and felicitis you deſire, From E- 
dinburgh, the 24 ol Ianuarie, 1j 89.
